burst of enthusiasm called forth by his 
iliness, declaring that it had produced a 
revival favorable to the Catholic Church 
unexampled in its history. The pontiff ex- 
Claimed, “‘Blessed illness!’’ 

Mer. Pifferi, the confessor of his holiness, 
feeis rather offended because he is not 
allowed to enter the sick chamber, and Is 
especially dissatisfied with the attending 
physicians, believing it‘is due to therm that 
he is excluded. 

This morning he again asked to be per- 
mitted to see Pope Leo. On hearing the 
request the pontiff said: 

“When I need him, ! shall send for him,” 
and Mgr. Piffer! left the Vatican, conmsider- 
ing himself an injured man. 

According to the rules established for the

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MORE EXPLANATIONS NEEDED. 

The latest explanations made by Senator William Joel Stone 
might add somewhat to his reputation as an explainer if he 
had not already established it by making more explanations 
in the last five vears than were ever made before by all other 
statesmen of senatorial dignity in Missouri history. 

The peculiarity about his latest explanations, as about all the 
rest, is that while they seem to be explaining one thing, they 
are really explaining something else which he seems to think 
more interesting than the thing iteelf. 

Just at present the thing itself is the matter of systematic 
blackmail through the “inspection” of coal oil, beer and the 
like products supposed to require regulation and careful watch- 
ing in the interest of public safety and good morals. 

It appears that under the system in actual -use, state sen- 
ators and members of the legislature have been bribed by 
state officers to prevent these fees from going into the state 
treasury. 

It appears also that as a result of the success of this brib- 
ery the fees thus collected by law have been divided up pri- 
vately for various purposes. Certain amounts have been paid 
certaig politicians as “fees for services.” 
been divided out among various “funds” for various alleged pur- 
poses, but actually for use by their holders in electing them- 
selves, through “combines,” to such offices as governor, secre- 
tary of state and United States senator. 

It appears further that these and other like funds have been 
used to contro] newspapers for the purpose of driving out of 
politics opposing candidates who had no such funds at their 
disposal. 

It appears finally that under this system there has been no 
actual regulation as proposed by the law, but that the law has 
been used chiefly to extort fees publicly to be divided privately 
as loot, plunder, driftwood, or boodle. The names are varipus. 
The fact is always the same, that after this loot or boodle or 
plunder or driftwood has been secured the further use of the 
law has been to blackmail monopolies, saloon keepers or others 
subject to regulation into the private support of men who were 
before the public as representatives of the right of the people 
to self-government. 

A really comprehensive explanation of this system and its 
results from United Senator William Joel Stone might fix his 
reputation as the great explainer.

METHOD IN THEIR MADNESS. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine contained an_  il- 
lustrated article, explanatory of the remarkable scheme of the 
Whitney Electric Development Co. for drawing power from 
the sky. Ever since Franklin drew the first electric spark 
from the clouds it has been the dream of scientists to tap 
the reservoir of force which is overhead and all around us. 

As stated in the news recently, F. X. Schoonmaker, 
representing the Whitney Electric Co., Is at Denver, ar- 
ranging for transportation of a 13-inch cannon to the 
top of Pike’s Peak, the object being to shoot a_ spherical 
magnet into the sky, with a coil of wire from 20 to 30 miles 
long attached to the magnet. 

As the scheme develops, it appears a little saner than when 
first broached. It is known to everbody that a magnet has 
lines of force around each of its poles. The earth being the 
Jargest magnet we know of must have such lines. of force, ex- 
tending from both poles in immense curves towards the equator. 
How many miles away from the earth these lines are at any 
given point should be a matter of calculation to the scientist, 
basing his calculations on the distance of the lines of mag- 
nets that can be handled. 

it may be that by sending a steel or iron sphere up into 
the earth's magnetic lines of force, we may indeed “tap” a new 
source of energy. 

There may be “something in it” or it may turn out worthless. 
It is of interest to know that American inventors are enter- 
prising enough to make experiments on such a speculation. 
Great things have come from experiments, with no more cer- 
tainty as to their outcome.

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POLITICS IN FRANCE. 


The French “law of associations” is having unlooked for re- 
gulte in the republic. 

This law, the work of M. Waldeck-Rousseau, was designed to 
bring every school in France under the regulative authority 
of the government. It provided that church schools and schools 
directed by the religious order, Carthusians, etc., should submit 
to the inspection of the government. The intent was to assimi- 
late the church schools to the public system directly or in- 
directly. 

As soon as the law was passed Waldeck-Rousseau resigned, 
shrewdly foreseeing that its enforcement would not add to the 

‘pularity of an aspirant to the Presidency. M. Combe took 

e and proceeded to enforce the law with a relentlessness 
astonished the world. Refusing to conform with the law 
‘urch school were suppressed and many districts were 

‘out any schools at all. To meet this difficulty M. 
‘utroduced a bill establishing communal! schools un- 
‘ as parts of the national system. 
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rose in the Senate and made a sharp attack upon M. Combe 
for his “fast and furious” enforcement of the inw. He dwelt 


upon ihe enormous cost of the new schools. 

Since Waldeck-Rousseau himself was the author of the law of 
associations, criticism of its enforcement comes from him with 
very bad grace. That at least is the answer of the ministry. 
But it is more than suspected that he is “playing politics.” 
Combe has got himself caught in the trap leid for him agd 
Waldeck-Rousseau, whose consummate ability is unquestioned, is 
expected to resume the premiership and straighten things out. 

The law has worked to the economic disadvantage of France. 
Many of the orders have taken their money to England, Bel- 
gium and the United States and converted their French hold- 
ings into British and American securities; a London financial 
paper is quoted as saying that deposits in London have been 
heavily increased from this source. At the same time it 
claimed that foreign investors disturbed by the uncertainties 
in France are growing wary about putting money into French 
enterprises. 7 

This is the situation, a strange mixture of statesmanship, 
“politics,” selfishness and headlong impulse. No man is wise 
enough to see the end of it all. 
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The jamfhing through the House of Delegates of the amend- 
ments to the terminal loop bill and the amended bill at one 
session indicated on the part of some of the leaders of the 
House more eagerness to give the combine the loop on condi- 
tions which would not require either the abolition of the bridge. 
arbitrary or any concession to the business interests of St. Louis 
than to protect the business interests. Amendments of such 
improtance should have been carefully considered and dis- 
cussed. An analvsis of the amended bill does not commend it 
to the business men who look upon the abolition of the bridge 
arbitrary and the regulation of switching charges as of para- 
mount importance. By an annual money payment the Terminal 
Association can take the loop without a concession to St. Lou's 
business. Little in the way of effective amendment can be 
hoped from the Council and it is plain that the business men 
of St. Louis must take their own measures to save St. Louis 
from the blight of discriminating bridge tolls. They must ex- 
haust every resource to obtain fair dealing for the city and to 
place it on an equality with other cities. United action by the 
business men would assure an ultimate victory for St. Louis. 
A monopoly of this kind is illegal and obnoxious to public sen- 


timent and public policy. 
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LEST WE FORGET.
